The victim, who has not 
been named, died Wednes¬ 
day morning in hospital. 

Surrounded by family 
who rushed to his aid, the 
man spoke clearly, and 
said he was attacked, the 
witness said. 

If deemed a homicide, it 
will mark Edmonton’s 
16th of 2009.

Pot 'prince’ comes to town 

Legalization activist Marc Emery stops in Edmonton on farewell tour

porters yesterday, who 
gave the country's 
“prince" a royal sendoff. 

Marc Emeiy made the 
fifth of his 32-stop farewell 
tour yesterday. The man 
dubbed “Prince of Pot” will 
be hitting every major 
Canadian city before turn¬ 
ing himself in to U.S. au¬ 
thorities in the fall.

always be some tyrant try¬ 
ing to recriminalize it,” he 
said, adding his impending 
incarceration is for a “vic¬ 
timless” and “transparent” 
crime. 

The marijuana legaliza¬ 
tion activist is ending a 


four-year flight from extra¬ 
dition. He’s sought on three 
charges for selling pot seeds 
across the border via mail, 
through his pot culture 
magazine Cannabis Cul¬ 
ture. 

“Essentially, I sold seeds 
to consenting adults in the 
United States,” he said, 
adding U.S. authorities de¬ 
termined the four-to-six 
million seeds he sold in the 
U.S. would have yielded 1.1 
million pounds of pot. 

“They say that makes me 
the largest trafficker in the 
history of the U.S. criminal 
justice system. They decid¬ 
ed if they can take me 
down, it will stop the move¬ 
ment. It won’t.” 


Officials have agreed to 
drop two of three charges in 
exchange for a guilty plea. 
Emeiy expects to serve five 
years in an American prison 
for one count of drug traf¬ 
ficking, though he hopes 
he’ll be able to serve his 
time in a Canadian prison. 

“I don’t think of myself as 
suffering. My destiny is se¬ 
cure. I’ve been doing this 
for 20 years, and we’ve 
made a lot of progress,” he 
said. “Canadians need to 
know ending prohibition is 
the most valuable political 
act of our time.”

Mother of 
slain girl set 
to resume 
vigil in court

The mother of a slain 13- 
year-old girl is preparing to 
head back to court, to yet 
again face one of the 
people involved with the 
rape and murder of her 
daughter. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has agreed to hear 
from prosecutors challeng¬ 
ing 21-year-old Stephanie 
Bird’s manslaughter convic¬ 
tion for her role in the 
vicious 2005 slaying of Nina 
Courtepatte. 

“We’re going to plow 
ahead and keep going at it 
until we win,” Peacha 
Atkinson said Thursday. “A 
fleeting moment of happi¬ 
ness is better than 
nothing.” 

Bird is currently serving a 
12-year sentence for her 
part in the crime. She was 
convicted of a lesser 
charge, after she claimed 
regret and left the scene be¬ 
fore Nina took her last 
breath. 

However, Courtepatte’s 
mother believes otherwise. 

“She didn’t have a 
change of heart,” Atkinson 
said. “She has no remorse.” 

Atkinson has sat through 
countless trials of those ac¬ 
cused in Courtepatte’s mur¬ 
der. Two men were found 
guilty of first-degree 
murder, a then-teenage girl 
was found guilty of second- 
degree murder, and anoth¬ 
er man was acquitted. 

Atkinson has planned a 
round dance on Oct. 3, the 
day that would have 
marked her daughter’s 
18th birthday. 

“ft feels like it’s been 
longer than five years. We 
just want Nina to know 
that we still miss her and 
love her.”

Obama’s climate crusade 


So why can’t 
Stephen Harper 
be on time? 


The world’s industrialized 
nations will pay to help 
developing economies 
slash emissions in a bid to 
rescue a global deal on 
climate change. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama acknowledged a 
deep split between rich 
and poor countries Thurs¬ 
day as meetings at the G8 
summit in L’Aquila, Italy, 
ended in a stalemate. 

The sticking point: Who 
should bear the burden of 
reducing greenhouse gas¬ 
es. 

But he argued it doesn’t 
have to sink an interna¬ 
tional deal to halt global 
warming. 

“I believe we’ve made 
some important strides 
forward,” said Obama. 

Negotiations on a global 
deal culminate in Decem¬ 


ber in Denmark. 

Obama said the U.S. has 
in the past been a climate- 
change laggard. 

“I know that in the past, 
the United States has 
sometimes fallen short of 
meeting our responsibili¬ 
ties. 

“So, let me be clear: 
Those days are over,” Oba¬ 
ma said. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper hailed the return of 
U.S. leadership on climate 
change. 

Harper said Obama’s cli¬ 
mate-change targets are 
“virtually identical to 
ours.” 

“I’ve been saying for a 
decade it is essential for 
Canada to have realistic 
participation from the 
United States.”

Obama sees G8 progress 

However UN says climate change strides not enough 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma said on Thursday the 
world had made 
“important strides” 
towards arresting climate 
change by agreeing to lim¬ 
it warming, but UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon said it was 
simply not enough. 

“This is politically and 
morally (an) imperative and 
historic responsibility... for 
the future of humanity, 
even for the future of the 
planet Earth,” said Ban. 

Major economies meet¬ 
ing in Italy agreed to re¬ 
strict global warming to 
two degrees Celsius — a de¬ 
velopment that was un¬ 
thinkable 12 months ago, 
before Obama was elected 
president of the world’s sec¬ 
ond biggest greenhouse gas 
emitter. 

But the Group of Eight

secure a new UN pact by 
year end. 

And Canada and Russia 
appeared to turn their back 
on the G8’s stated aim of 
cutting its emissions by 80 
per cent by 2050 within 24 
hours of it being an¬ 
nounced. 

“It really fits together 
well with the pathway that 
Canada is on, that the gov¬ 


ernment adopted, to reduce 
our emissions by minus 20 
per cent by 2020, and then 
by 2050 to reduce them by 
as much as 60 to 70 per 
cent,” Environment Minis¬ 
ter Jim Prentice told CBC. 

On the first day of the 
summit the G8 acknowl¬ 
edged there are still risks to 
financial stability from the 
economic crisis, but tough 
new rules for global busi¬ 
ness and finance will be left 
to the broader G20 meeting 
in Pittsburgh in September. 

Ahead of development 
talks on Friday that include 
leaders of nine African na¬ 
tions, including Libya’s 
Muammar Gaddafi, plus in¬ 
ternational food and farm¬ 
ing aid agencies, the G8 
was likely to pledge $15 bil¬ 
lion to a U.S.-led plan on 
food security. reuters 



China’s 
leader has 
tough words 

unrest Chinese President 
Hu Jintao, forced to 
abandon the G8 summit in 
Italy by ethnic violence in 
Xinjiang, said that 
maintaining social stability 
in the energy-rich region 
was the “most urgent task,” 
state television reported on 
Thursday. 

Hu described Sunday’s 
deadly riots in the regional 
capital Uramqi as a 
“serious violent crime elab¬ 
orately planned and organ¬ 
ized by ‘three forces’ at 
home and abroad,” an ap¬ 
parent reference to 
religious extremists, sepa¬ 
ratists and terrorists. 

Hu, who doubles as Com¬ 
munist Party chief, told the 
decision-making Politburo 
late on Wednesday that lo¬ 
cal authorities should “iso¬ 
late and deal a blow to the 
small group” of rioters and 
to “unite and educate the 
majority” of Uighurs. 
Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Qin Gang 
shrugged off Turkey’s call 
for the UN Security Council 
to discuss ways of ending 
the violence, saying 
Xinjiang was an internal af¬ 
fair. 

Thousands of Chinese 
troops took up position in 
the riot-damaged streets of 
Uramqi in a show of force 
aimed at stifling ethnic vio¬ 
lence.

That assault, Operation 
Strike of the Sword, is the

tack elsewhere. 

Logar police chief Ghu- 
lam Mustafa said the track 
rolled into a stream be¬ 
tween two schools. The 
blast went off as police 
checked the abandoned 
track in the morning, he 
said. 

“The four police who 
were checking the track got 
killed, so were the students 
and some shopkeepers and 
other civilians,” Mustafa 
told Reuters by telephone. 


Bombs kill 50 as violence flares in Iraq 



Baghdad Bombs in Bagh¬ 
dad and northern Iraq 
killed at least 50 people on 
Thursday, police said, un¬ 
derscoring doubts about lo¬ 
cal forces’ ability to keep 
Iraqis safe after U.S. troops 
pulled out of city centres. 

The attacks in the north, 
where tensions between 
Arabs and Kurds threaten to 
flare into Iraq’s next con¬ 
flict, and in the capital ap¬ 
peared to be part of an at¬ 
tempt by insurgents to 
reignite sectarian fighting 
following the partial U.S. 
pullback.

and wounded 60.

Pension reform upon us 


Growing pressure on government for new offerings 




s Canada’s popu¬ 
lation rapidly 
ages, financing 
retirement has 
become a huge 
concern. Existing public 
pensions won’t provide 
enough money (the Cana¬ 
da Pension Plan covers on¬ 
ly about 25 per cent of our 
needs while the Quebec 
Pension Plan has serious 
funding troubles), entitle¬ 
ments and personal sav¬ 
ings are inadequate, and 
company pension plans 
are either underfunded or 
cover too few people. 

All this adds up to grow¬ 
ing pressure on govern¬ 
ment to come up with new 


public pension offerings to 
help fill the gap. There are 
two proposals that could 
gain traction. 

The first is the Canada 
Supplementary Pension 
Plan, an idea first promot¬ 
ed last year by pension gu¬ 
ru Keith Ambachtsheer 
from the C.D. Howe Insti¬ 
tute. The CSPP would 
work like the CPP, with 
voluntaiy payroll deduc¬ 
tions (to an annual maxi¬ 
mum of $20,000) put into 
individual retirement sav¬ 
ings accounts. The funds 
would be managed by a 
body that is arm’s length 
from government, not un¬ 
like the Canada Pension 
Plan Investment Board. 
The goal would be to com¬ 
bine eventual income 
from the CSPP with other 
forms (CPP, OAS, GIS, sav¬ 
ings, company plans) to re¬ 
place at least 60 per cent 
of pre-retirement income. 

A second proposal is the 
Universal Pension Plan es-

poused by the Canadian 
Association of Retired Per¬ 
sons (CARP), the lobby 
group for middle-aged and 
senior Canadians. The UPP 
would essentially be an ex¬ 
tension of the existing CPP 
and would also be similar 
to the CSPP. Unlike the 
CSPP, however, contribu¬ 
tions would be mandatoiy, 
and the goal would be to 
replace 70 per cent of pre¬ 
retirement income. 

Other variants of public 
plans are being talked 
about in Alberta and 
British Columbia. So far, 
Ottawa is ignoring the is¬ 
sue, perhaps because it 
has more immediate prob¬ 
lems. The pension crunch 


isn’t going away, though. 
If you believe CARP, it 
won’t just be the poorer 
classes that will strain to 
make ends meet for the 
rest of their lives. 

It’s already happening. 
Go into any big box retail¬ 
er and check out the staff. 
Chances are many are peo¬ 
ple who have “retired” 
from their principal jobs, 
but who seriously need 
this income. 

For younger baby 
boomers, those who have 
a decade or so before nor¬ 
mal retirement, the 
prospect of working indef¬ 
initely won’t sit well. 
Count on them putting 
the heat on politicians to 
extend the CPP or come 
up with an additional 
plan. Of necessity, a new 
era of pension reform is 
upon us.

stroke on 

Wednesday at the 
Canadian trials 
for the world 
swimming cham¬ 
pionships. 

The 15-year-old 
Reason clocked 
30.23 seconds to 
eclipse the previ¬ 
ous mark of 30.31 
seconds set by Australia’s 
Jade Edmistone in 2006. 

“This is just amazing,” 
Reason told reporters. 
“I’m speechless, incredi¬ 
ble. 

“My coach said I had to 
go out fast and get my 
head into the motion. 

“I did that well in the

The world record is the 
first by a Canadi¬ 
an in a long 
course pool since 
Allison Higson 
broke the 200 
breaststroke 
mark in 1988. 

Reason, from 
Toronto, won the 
bronze in the 50 
breaststroke at 
the world junior champi¬ 
onships and in January 
took silver at the junior 
Pan Pacific champi¬ 
onships.

review Sacha Baron Cohen 
follows up his 2006 hit Bo¬ 
rat with another moclcu- 
mentary about a clueless 
outsider exploring Ameri¬ 
ca — and he may well have 
topped himself. 

The new film excels be¬ 
cause of its more focused 
subject matter — celebrity 
and homosexuality — and 
its more idiotic protago¬ 
nist. Whereas Borat was a 
bumbling outsider, out of 
his depths in American 
culture, Bruno is all swag¬ 
ger and confidence. 

Sure, he’s an idiot, but 
he’s also his own biggest 
fan (after his assistant’s as¬ 
sistant, Lutz), which makes 
him that much easier to 
laugh at. 

The stoiy follows Baron 
Cohen’s Austrian TV fash¬ 
ion reporter trying to be¬ 
come a celebrity in the U.S. 
after being sacked for dis¬ 
rupting Milan Fashion 
Week. He tries everything 
he can think of to become 
the “biggest Austrian su¬ 
perstar since Hitler,” from 
trying to make a sex tape 
with Ron Paul to adopting 
a baby from Africa, but 
eventually realizes his sex¬ 
uality is holding him back. 

“I looked at big stars like 
Tom Cruise, John Travolta 
and Kevin Spacey, and I re¬ 
alized they had one thing 
in common — they’re 
straight.”

While many of the 
laughs come from shock 
(there is an awful lot of 
male genitalia in this 
movie, including one spec¬ 
imen that shouts at the 
camera), the best humour 
in Bruno comes when 
Baron Cohen lets his equal¬ 
ly un-self-aware subjects 
dig their own graves. 

Two L.A. public relations 
pros do a great disservice 
to their profession’s repu¬ 
tation, displaying a level of 
vapidity to rival Bruno’s — 
only they’re not acting. 
Equally scaiy is a series of 
interviews Baron Cohen 
conducts with stage par¬ 
ents trying to get their tod¬ 
dlers a gig in a photo shoot 
he’s planning. 

No matter what he sug¬ 
gests — lit phosphorus, 
radical weight loss — the 
parents insist their babies 
are up for it. Once again, 
Baron Cohen proves that no 
matter how ridiculous of a 
character he creates, he can 
find real people out there 
that are even more ridicu¬ 
lous — and aren’t afraid to 
prove it on camera.

As if 
that wasn’t squirm induc¬ 
ing enough, he topped it 
off with jabs at Jews, ho¬ 
mosexuals, the American 
way-of-life and the good 
people of Kazakhstan. 

That movie ruffled more 
than a few feathers upon 
release in 2007, and that 
outrage now seems to be 
spilling over to the release 
of his new film. 


In Bruno, which hits the¬ 
atres this weekend, he 
plays a campy fame-seek¬ 
ing fashionista who wants 
to be “the biggest Austrian 
superstar since Adolph 
Hitler.” Rashad Robinson 
of GLAAD told the New 
York Times that while the 
movie’s satire is “well- 
meaning,” it’s also “prob¬ 
lematic in many places and 
outright offensive in oth¬ 
ers.” 

As un-politically correct 
as the results of Cohen’s 
modus operandi to expose 
homophobia are — he ex¬ 
tracts embarrassing, often 
racist or downright stupid 
reactions from people not 
in on the joke — he is sim¬ 
ply following in the cine¬ 
matic tradition of using ir¬ 
reverent humour to hold a 
mirror up to society. 

Silent comedians Buster 
Keaton, the Keystone 
Cops and Harold Lloyd in¬ 
fused their work with so¬ 
cial commentary, using 
slapstick to highlight 
man's struggle to survive 
in a swiftly changing soci¬ 
ety.

It’s a film that comes out 
of a love of classic movies 
like 2001: A Space Odyssey 
and Alien, liberally bor¬ 
rowing from the style and 
worlds of its predecessors. 

Occasionally this bor¬ 
rowing can go a too far 
and Moon can feel like lit¬ 
tle more than a collection 
of Jones’ favourite scenes 
from other movies, but for 
the most part this pas¬ 
tiche succeeds admirably 
in reviving a dying sub¬ 
genre: the science fiction 
art film. 

Sam Rockwell stars as a 
lonely astronaut finishing 
up a three-year mission on 
the moon with only a mon¬ 


otone robot (Kevin Spacey) 
to keep him company. Af¬ 
ter accidentally crashing 
one of his vehicles, Rock¬ 
well wakes up and discov¬ 
ers what may or may not 
be his clone. 

Until the last act we’re 
never quite sure if Rock¬ 
well is the victim of a con¬ 
spiracy or simply going 
bonkers. 

Though hardly an ac¬ 
tion-packed thrill ride, 
Moon offers plenty of op¬ 
pressive atmosphere and 
suspense. 


It’s refreshing to see a 
movie that treats science 
fiction seriously rather us¬ 
ing the genre to connect a 
series of space battles and 
explosions. 

Moon is filled with so 
many obvious influences 
that a familiarity with the 
references Jones is making 
will often put the audience 
one step ahead of the char¬ 
acters. 

But even if Moon can be 
a little predictable at 
times, the director does an 
admirable job of resurrect¬ 


ing a style of cinematic sci- 
fi has been missed by 
genre aficionados (not just 
thematically either, the 
film is filled with stunning 
model-based effects that 
will make you long for the 
pre-CGI era). 

Duncan Jones may not 
have created a new science 
fiction classic with his de¬ 
but, but he’s certainly an¬ 
nounced himself as a film¬ 
maker with potential. 
Hopefully Moon will be the 
calling card for an intrigu¬ 
ing career.

“Who said that this was 
supposed to be fun?” 
sneers Hayden Panetierre 
midway through I Love 
You, Beth Cooper, and it’s 
a good question. After all, 
why should audiences ex¬ 
pect anything worthwhile 
from veteran hack 
director Christopher 
Columbus, now eight 
years removed from his 
association with the Harry 
Potter franchise? 

Not that there aren’t 
some signs of ambition 
here. Adapted from Simp¬ 
sons writer Larry Doyle’s 
novel of the same name, I 
Love You Beth Cooper at¬ 
tempts to deconstruct the 
teen-coming-of-age come¬ 
dy, setting up a familiar 
plot — hopeless geek 
(Paul Rust) courts his 
dream girl (Panettiere) 
across one wild, incident¬ 
laden evening — and then 
taking the action in (hypo¬ 
thetically) unexpected di¬ 


rections. 

Unfortunately, Colum¬ 
bus doesn’t have the sly 
touch or tonal control re¬ 
quired for satire. Most of 
the scenes have a stilted, 
hesitant quality, or else 
end up spiralling wildly 
over the top (an extended 
sequence set at an only-in- 
the-movies house party is 
simply painful). 

Panettiere is suitably 
perky as the film’s epony¬ 
mous object of desire, but 
at this point, the blonde 
goddess with secret insecu¬ 
rity issues is a tired (and in¬ 
sulting) cliche. 

It’s almost as dire as the 
love-struclc social misfit — 
with Rust doing a poor 
man’s McLovin — or the 
closeted best friend (Jack 
Carpenter, pulling Duclcie 
duty as our hero’s quirky 
sidekick). 

The only oasis of relief is 
provided by Alan Ruck as 
Rust’s understatedly cool 
dad: His appearance evokes 
memories of Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off, giving us 
something to think about 
as I Love You, Beth Cooper 
clunks gracelessly towards 
its faux-bittersweet conclu¬ 
sion.

Hometown heroes 

Rural Alberta Advantage blends indie hooks, rollicking roots

As the Rural Alberta 
Advantage travel the high¬ 
way between Vancouver 
and Seattle, they can’t 
help but be amazed at 
how their lives have 
turned out. "It's so 
surreal/’ says keyboardist 
Amy Cole on the phone 
from a stretch of B.C. road. 
"This time last year no one 
would have predicted that 
we’d be on a month long 
tour outside of Ontario.” 

It’s true, a lot has hap¬ 
pened for this infectious 
Toronto-based indie rock 
act since they self-released 
their debut, Hometowns, 
early last year. For months 
the disc went relatively un¬ 
noticed, but in November 
2008 online music store 
eMusic featured them as 
their artist of the month. 
Soon enough the buzz grew 
and in May it was an¬ 
nounced that the band had 
singed to Bright Eyes’ label 
Saddle Creek — the label 
re-released their album on 
July 7. 

While the trio is thrilled 
with the attention, they ad¬ 
mit that it’s been an over¬ 
whelming few months. 

“It’s nerve-wracking,” 
says singer Nils Edenloff, 


who originally hails from 
Edmonton. “There is a lot of 
pressure having come this 
far and playing for people 
we never would have gotten 
a change to play for.” 

“But we’re getting a lot 
of attention right now that 
not a lot of bands get, so 
we want to maximize the 
advantages,” adds Cole. 

Fortunately, the RAA 
should have nothing to wor¬ 
ry about. The group’s record 
is a brilliant collection of 
contagious indie hooks 
mixed with rollicking roots, 
and drummer Paul Banwatt 
is a monster on the skins. 
Not only is it incredibly 
catchy, but the subject mat¬ 
ter, which is mostly about 
Edenloff’s affection for Al¬ 


berta, is easily relatable to 
anyone who’s moved from 
where they grew up to 
somewhere new. 

“We never set out to 
start an Alberta band and 
write songs about Alberta,” 
he says. “But I found my¬ 
self writing more and 
more about the province 
because that’s just what I 
know, about things that 
were personal and close.” 

Still, playing songs about 
Alberta sure helps when 
you actually play the 
province. Edenloff says 
that his recent hometown 
gig “went better than I 
ever could have hoped for.” 

“When we play other 
places people say, ‘I don’t 
know Alberta, but I identi¬ 


fy with the songs,”’ he con¬ 
tinues. “When we played 
Alberta, people said, ‘I un¬ 
derstand these songs and 
they really speak to me.’” 

But while most audi¬ 
ences are hearing these 
songs for the first time, the 
RAA have been playing 
them for well over a year. 
Surprisingly, they haven’t 
tired of their tunes yet. 

“It’s like we’re playing 
them for the first time 
when we play for people 
who haven’t heard them,” 
says Cole. “That being said 
we’re trying to work on 
new material on the road, 
so when we’re eventually 
back home we’ll have 
some material all ready to 
polish.” 


The Sony Walkman celebrates 30 years

A midst all the 
Michael Jackson 
news, a mile¬ 
stone passed al¬ 
most unnoticed 
— the Sony Walkman 
turned 30 last week. 

These days, everyone has 
a personal music device or 
seven. I’m pretty sure even 
my dog has an iPod Nano 
or two. But when Sony re¬ 
leased the 14-ounce TPS-L2 
on July 1, 1979, a series of 
complex cascading techno¬ 
logical, economic and so¬ 
cial events began. The 
Walkman not only 
changed the way we lis¬ 
tened to music but the way 
we interact with each oth¬ 
er. Look around: How 
many people do you see 
with ear buds right now? 
Before the Walkman, you 


wouldn’t have seen any. 

Ten facts about the 
Walkman: 

1. All personal music 
players owe their existence 
to opera. Masaru Ibuka, 
the co-founder of Sony, or¬ 
dered that the company 
make a small cassette play¬ 
er with lightweight ear¬ 
phones so he could enjoy 
his favourite operas on his 
many trans-Pacific and 
trans-Asia flights. 

2 . The Walkman 
was based on a 
prototype 
called 
the 
Press¬ 



man 
was 
known 
as the 
Sound- 
about in 
North 

America and 
the Stowaway in 
the U.K. because Ibulca- 


san hated the name “Walk¬ 
man.” But a screw-up in 
the marketing department 
resulted in all Sound- 
abouts being promoted as 
Walkmans.

Pork with Egg 
Noodles 

INGREDIENTS: 

Salt and black pepper 

1 lb (500g) pork fillet 

8 scallions 

2/3 lb (300 g) celery 

2/3 lb (300 g) small button 

mushrooms 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

1/2 lb (230g) egg noodles 

3 tbsp (45 ml) wholegrain 

mustard 

3/4 cup (175 ml) whipping 
cream 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to low set¬ 
ting to keep pork warm 
later. Put large pot of light¬ 
ly salted water on to boil 
for noodles. 

2. Cut pork into thin 
strips; season with pepper. 
Trim, rinse, and slice 
onions and celery; clean 
and slice mushrooms. 

3. Heat half the olive oil in 
wok or hying pan over 
high heat and stir-hy pork 
4-5 minutes, until lightly 


coloured. Remove and 
keep warm. 

4. Add remaining oil to 
wok or pan with celery 
and half the scallions and 
stir-hy for 5 minutes. Add 
mushrooms and cook un¬ 
til soft. 

5. Add noodles to boiling 
water, cook for 3 minutes, 
then drain well. 

6. Stir mustard and whip¬ 
ping cream into 
vegetables and bring mix¬ 
ture to boil. Add pork, 
heat through, then season 
to taste. 

7. Serve pork stir-hy 
spooned over noodles, 
sprinkled with remaining 
scallions.
